In 
only one instance was visible gold discovered ; it certainly was the poorest 
looking stuff that Mr. Halsey or myself ever saw. The results are quite 
satisfactory, much more than will pay all possible expenses, and leave a 
good margin for profit. I cannot now give yee Se exact result, as we 
only distilled the amalgam, the gold from which alone was much more 
than I expected. The mercury is to be distilled by Johnson and Matthey. 
This experiment puts at rest the fact, that gold mines in England can be 
advantageously worked. The ae are having a large lot crushed 
by Messrs. Taylor and Sons and others, and will publish all the results 
in your next Journal. The machine did its work admirably, being nearly 
40 hours in passing this adamantine material through a screen of 2500 
in the square inch. Ifthe supply of water had not been extremely li- 
mited, we could have done it easily at the rate of 1 ton per hour.

Dra. COLLYER’S EXPERIMENTS ox GOLD rw GREAT BRITAIN. 

Srz,—I think Dr. Collyer not only deserves great credit for his candid 
statement in your last, but he ought to be remunerated by the public, if he 
will follow up what he has undertaken to do—viz.: “ Your readers may 
depend on the truth as it exists, although I should not sell a machine in 
England. The proprietors of this mine were certainly made to believe 
that gold did exist abundantly in their ore. I make no comment; the 
results must tell theirown story. Certainly, somewhere a most gross and 
deliberate fraud has been perpetrated.”’ 

I am well aware that interested and ill-natured persons will attribute 
the non-production of gold from their stuff to the inefficiency of Dr. Coll- 
yer’s machine, and that although it crushes, and the heavier par- 
ticles through chambers filled with quicksilver, yet they will say it does 
not follow that the particles of gold will, under all cireumstances, incor- 
porate with the mercury, so as to forman amalgam. Granting this to be 
true, yet the poorest auriferous compound will show, on careful grinding 
and washing, a yellow edge—i. ¢., “‘ the colour of gold,” which Dr. Coll- 
yer was unable to detect in stuff alleged to contain from 1 to 5 oz. per ton. 

An experienced person can, without much expense, ascertain the auri- 
ferous value of any given district, more especially in Great Britain; 
but the merits of a gold-extracting machine can only be determined by 
treating a large quantity of real auriferous compounds, therefore the banks 
of the Sacramento, or its tributaries, are much better adapted for such 
trials than the banks of the Thames. Dr. Collyer will soon find out the 
secret of the late English gold schemes. 

People are labouring under a mistake with regard to the Poltimore; it 
is supposed that the promoters mixed gold-dust with the gossan sent to 
Liverpool, but I do not believe they were such fools, as a very great pro- 
portion would have been lost in the trans-shipment. They know better 
than that, and I have no doubt but that the furnaceman, or the refiner, 
at St. Helens, knows how it occurred, and who visited the place during the 
final operation.— Thurloe-square, Brompton, July 24.

S1z,—Foreign gold mining speculations, under the most favourable cir- 
cumstances, require great caution, judicious selection of agents of abilities 
and integrity; and when any given plan of proceedings is being adopted, 
it should be strictly followed up to a certain point, agreed upon at the 
commencement, or until the person in charge of the projected operations 
recommends such changes as may be deemed expedient for the interest of 
the company. 

In your last Journal, I observed that some of the shareholders of the 
Nouveau Monde Mining Company have made grave charges against the 
management of the Messrs. Taylor and Sons. It is the first time I have 
ever heard such complaints made against these gentlemen, although I 
have been acquainted with some of their establishments for many years. 
As regards the proceedings of the Colonial Gold Mining Company, I 


can bear testimony to their having been faithful throughout to the share- | little 
holders at home, in their representations, as well as to their agents in the | ; 


colony, and have acted in a manner to promote the interest of the com- 
pany, as far as the state of things in the colony could have allowed. 
Funds were sent early to Melbourne to purchase gold; their agents never 
had any reason to complain for the want of advices, funds, or for any in- 
consistent and interested changes at home, to injure them and the com- 
pany in the colonies. I wish I could say the same with regard to the 
managing directors of the Port Phillip Company.

When war commences it is impossible to prejudge its results, and how 
many interests will be affected by it; events arise no one can foresee, and 
changes occur which never were contemplated.

OUR COAL FIELDS—SOUTH WALES. 
BY WILLIAM CHAMBERS, JUN., ESQ., OF LLANELLY HOUSE. 

The Welsh coal field contains 60 seams of‘coal, making an aggregate 
thickness of about 55 yards, taking the length (for the purpose of calcula- 
tion) to be 60 miles, and the average width 15 miles, the total quantity 
will be 17,036,800,000 cubie yards or tons; and deducting the quantity 
necessary for converting the ironstone into iron, say 3 tons of coal to every 
ton of iron, there would be kept for other uses 5,678,933,333 tons. The 
ironstone and blackband interlies the veins of coals immediately on the 
verge close to the lime, in thin veins and strings of balls and nodules— 
and may be calculated at 5,577,009,999 tons, which, allowing three tons to 
every ton of iron, would yield of iron 1,859,003,333 tons; in both cases 
the horizontal measurement is alone taken, the dip being upon an average 
about 1 to4. Ample allowance is thus made for deficiency of production 
by reason of faults, pillars and dislocations. It is probable that a con- 
siderable portion of that which is obtainable by levels has been worked, 
and pits varying from 50 to 200 fms. are now in operation ; there is no
